14,—The tor- 
pedo fleet under command of the 
Duke of Abruzzi is coaling at Taran- 
ta for the purpose of a raid in the 
Aegean Sea. If is impossible to get 
official information concerning the 


movements of the Italian fleet. It ds

The Strathcona council held their 
weekly meeting on Tuesday evening, 
with Mayor Davies and Aldermen! 
Vogel, Radford, Tipton, Richards,, 
Pollard, Rankin and Calder present. | 

The hospital question was once 
more brought to the attention of the 
council by Alderman Vogel, who ex- 
pressed his opinion very strongly of 
tne way in which they had dealt with, 
this matter at their last meeting. 
Alderman Vogel said that the hospital 
question could not be hurried and 
that he did not think that the hos- 
pital committee should be blamed for 
thie reason. He spoke of the num- 
ber of times the council had put this 
question off and also the under- 
handed way in which it had been 
dealt with by some of the aldermen. 

Alderman Rankin and Alderman 
Vogel had a rather warm exchange of! 
words, Alderman Rankin remarking’ 
that Alderman Vogel had taken this! 
@s @ personal matter, instead of a 
purely business matter. 

Alderman Tipton Speaks, 

Alderman Tipton then = expressed’ 
himeelf in regards to this question.' 
He spoke of the length of his service 
as an alderman and told of the num-' 
ber of times the hospital had been: 
brought up before the different bodies 
of aldermen. He also told how long} 
they had waited ‘before deciding de-| 
finitely that they were going to build 
an hospital. For the reason that 
there was no outlook for anything be- 
ing done this year, he advised the 
council to lay the matter on the table 
until a hospital committee was ap- 
pointed, 

Alderman Calder did not think that} 
this hospital, which their own archi- 
tect said could not be built and 
equipped for less than $150,000, 
should be built without some expres- 
sion from the ratepayers. No defi- 
nite action was taken. 

The Communications, 

A letter was received from the 
Imperial Bank concerning the city's
